The quarterly report of timber 
cut arid sold on the White Moun-| 
tain National Forest has just been, 
compiled. and showe that for tae, 
fiscal year ending June 30, timber 
gold amounts to more than nine-; 
teen and one-half million board 
feet. This timber was valued a 
more than one hundred and twenty 
nine thousand dollarg. | 

Thig ig the greatest volume sold 
in any year since 1939-1940 when’ 
the hurricane damaged timber 
was put on the market. 
spurting the past fiseal year, eight 
and one-half million feet of timber, 
was cut. The heavy deep snow of, 
early last winter made logging 
conditions very unfavorable and if, 
wo fave more normal weather con- 
ditions this winter the cut willy 
probably excead last year’s by 4. 
wide margin,
